Coldest Spot on Earth 


Is Interior of Siberia 
Without exception, the coldest 
place on earth is Werchojansk, in 
the interior of Siberia. The lowest 
temperature ever recorded was tak- 
en there on January 15, 1885—it was 


90 degrees and a fraction below | 


zero. 


Werchojansk is in the latitude of 
the pole and is so cold that the 
earth is generally frozen to a depth 
of about 900 feet. In the warmest 
season it never completely thaws. 

To illustrate just how cold it is in 
this part of Siberia in the winter, 
the inhabitants find it almost impos- 
sible to break through the ice with 
a pick as the implement rebounds 
with an incredible, not to say dan- 
gerous, impetus. When chopping 
green wood or a frozen tree, a show- 
er of sparks continually flies from 
the axe. Dash a glass of water into 
the air and it is a crystal sheet of 
ice before it strikes the ground. Oc- 
casionally wild geese and other 
game birds are picked up dead in 
the fields of Werchojansk. In their 
flight across the country they fre- 
quently freeze to death high in the 
air and drop like a bomb to earth. 

In the wintertime the people buy 
their milk frozen or by the “piece,” 
it being allowed to freeze about a 
stick which makes a convenient han- 
dle with which to carry it like a 
giant popsicle. The milkman leaves
